BLANK CARTRIDGES. 

Justice SHARKEY, of de- 
served repute as a Judge, and that mod- 
erate lawyer, the irrepressible RoBERT 
J. Wanker, have asked of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, now in s8ea- 
sion, leave to file a billin the name of 
the State of Mississippi as complainant, 
against ANDREW JOHNSON, & citizen of 
Tennessee and President of the United 
States, and ieneral Orp, to enjoin them 
from proceeding to execute the Recon- 
struction Bill and its after-birth or Sup- 


plement. 

Brief extracts quoted from the Bill 
cause us te suppose that it is chiefly the 
work of Mr. WALKER, it being of the 
stump-speech and deelamatory order. 
What we have seen of it, (ex pede Her- 
lem), gives us no very high opinion of it, 
asa protest against indignity and out- 
rage on the part of a Sovereign State. 
As a pleading in equity it is decidedly in 
wretched taste. 

The New York Wor/d says, in regard 
to this movement: 

While we are positive as to the right 
of the southern people to bring this 
question before the supreme court, and 
as to the importance of upsetting the 
law at once if it is to be upset at all, we 
are by no means sanguine of relief from 
that quarter. The court will make one 
of these three decisions : (ist) that the 
law is constitutional; (2d) that it is un- 
constitutional ; or, (3d) that they have no 
jurisdiction on the subject. .The first 
and the last of these suppositions would 
be for all practical purposes identical, 
and if the court do not declare the law 
null, they will probably dodge the 
question by disclaiming jurisdiction. 
So far as other considerations than 
a strict regard to the constitution 
influence the court, such considerati-ns 
will operate in favor of evading the 
question instead of deciding it. The his- 
tory of the excitement which followed 
the Dred Scott decision and of the mis- 
chievous reaction which that decision 
provoked, will naturally make the con- 
servative members of the court cautious 
of supplying new fuel tothe dying em- 
bers of radicalism. The court impairs 
ita credit and estimation by making de- 
cisions which other departments of the 
government refuse to be bound by. If 
they declare the law wunconstitu- 
tional, President Johnson will of 
course withdraw his generals and 
refuse to execute it. But congress 
will no more admit the southern 
members than they did before. They 
can shut them out, and the supreme 
court cannot review their action. They 
ean refuse tocount the southern electo- 
ral votes, and there is no authority com- 
petent to call them to account. The re- 
sult would probably be, that the radicals 
would elect the next president, and the 
supreme court would then be increased 
by radical judges enough to make a ma- 
jority, when the arrested experiment of 
radical recoustruction would be resumed, 
With such possibilities in view, the su- 
preme court will re consult their 
dignity and evade the main question, 
on the ground that they have no juris- 
dietion 

Nor isit by any means clear that, in 
adopting this course, they would be 
using & mere pretext to avoid disagree- 
able complications. The following ex- 

- tract from Chief Justice Taney’s decision 
iu the Ithode Island rebellion case, may 
furnieh the key to their probable deci- 
sion: “tinder this article of the conati- 
fution, it rests with congress to decide 
what government is the established one 
in a state. For as the United States 
jruarantee to each one a republican gov- 
ernment, congress must necessarily de- 
what government is established in 
the etate before it can decide whether it 
is republican or not. And when the 
eenators and representatives of a state 
are admitted into the councils of the 
union, the suthority of the government 
under which they are appointed as well 


ag its constitutional character is recog- 
vized by the proper constitutional author- 
itv. And its deciaion binding on every 


other department of the government, and 
-ould not be questioned in a judicial tri- 
juncl. it is true that the contest in this 
case did not last long enough to bring 
ibe matter,to this issue; and as no sen- 
ators or representatives were elected up- 
der the government of which Mr. Dort 
was congress was not called 
upon to decide the controversy. And 
yet the right lo decide ia placed there and 
yot inthe ourts.”’ 

In-view of this authoritative exposi- 
tion, we may conjecture, without much 
hazard of error, that the supreme court 
will decide that the subject about to be 
brought before them does not fall within 
their purview. And even if this is to be 
the barren result of the application, it is 
hetter that the decision should be made, 
and made immediately. It will settle 
doubtful minds and prevent any farther 
grasping at straws. We therefore re- 
yard the authors of this movement as 


benefactors, not as disturbers. When } 


the supreme court bave decided, as they 
very likely will, that they have no jaris- 
dietion, that part of the southern people 
who as yet balt and hang back, wil!

KENT OF HOMESTEADS, 

Rent of a homestead actually paid 
may ve deducted, but the reutal value of 
property owned by the taxpayer is nota 
suljeet of deduction ; but where the tax- 
payer rents a furnished house, that por- 
tion of the rent paid in consideration of 
the use of the furniture should pot be 
allowéd asa deduction. 

KENT. 
Any person claiming a deduction on 
account of the expense for room reut 
niust satisfy the assessor that the room 
or rooms occupied by him constitute his 
home, and that he has no residence else- 
where, and this being shown he may be 
allowed to deduct what he actually pays 
for rent of such rooms, but nothing can 
be allowed for rent of furniture or care 
of rooms. When rent is ineluded and 
deducted as an expense of business, it 
must pot be again deducted as rent, nor 
sheuld a person hiring a house and sub- 
letting a portion of it be allowed to de- 
duct more than the excess of his pay- 
meuts over his receipts. 
IMPORTANT. TO CLERGYMEN., 

Marriage fees, gifts from members of a 
congregation lo their pastor, ete., are 
taxable as income when the gifts or do- 
nations are in the nature of compensa- 
tion for services rendered, whether in 
accordance Wilh an understanding to 
that effect at the time of settlement, or 
with an annual custom. 

FOKEIGNERS MUST PAY INCOME TAX. 

Citizens of the United States residing 
abroad are subject to tax Upon their en- 
tire incomes from all sources whatever ; 
and the same is true of foreigners resid- 
ing in this country. 

The law provides that a like tax shall 
be levied, collected, and paid upon the 
vains, profits and income of every busi- 
yess, trade or profession carried on in the 
l'nited States by persons residing with- 
out the United States and not citizens 
thereg!.
